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A  BRIEF  HISTORY 

of  our 

CAMP -ARNOLD 
Ancestry 

The  name  CAMP  is  generally  believed  to  have  been  de¬ 
rived  from  the  location  of  its  first  bearers  “at  the  camp  or 
field”,  but  some  historians  assert  that  it  was  derived  from  the 
occupation  of  those  who  were  called  by  that  name.  The  name 
is  found  in  ancient  records  in  various  spellings:  Campo,  Cam- 
pa,  Campe,  Kamp,  and  Camp.  The  last  form  is  one  most  gen¬ 
erally  used  in  America  today. 

Families  bearing  this  name  were  found  as  early  as  1273 
in  the  English  Counties  of  Cambridge,  Suffolk,  York,  Essex, 
Howden  and  London.  It  is  not  known  from  which  of  the 
many  lines  of  the  family  in  England  that  our  line  is  descend¬ 
ed. 


The  first  Camp  that  we  have  definite  record  of  was 
Thomas  Camp,  born  in  1691  in  Essex  County,  England  (this  is 
Northeast  of  London).  He  was  married  to  a  Miss  Marshall. 
They  lived  in  Culpepper  County,  Virginia.  In  1717  a  son  was 
born  to  them  whom  they  named  Thomas.  This  Thomas  Camp 
was  married  twice.  The  first  wife  was  WINIFRED  STARL¬ 
ING,  who  was  the  mother  of  eleven  sons  and  one  daughter. 
The  second  wife  was  MARGARET  CARNEY  of  Ireland,  who 
also  bore  twelve  children,  ten  sons  and  two  daughters.  Mar¬ 
garet  Carney  was  only  18  years  old  when  she  married  Thomas 
Camp,  and  was  younger  than  the  first  three  children  of  Wini¬ 
fred  Starling.  She  was  born  June  20,  1744  and  died  1824.

The  first  group  were  most  likely  born  in  Virginia  and 
the  last  group  in  North  Carolina.  The  last  years  of  the  parents

were  spent  on  Broad  River  in  Southwest  North  Carolina,  two 
miles  from  the  South  Carolina  line.  The  place  is  East  of  the 
US  Highway  No.  221,  between  Forest  City,  North  Carolina, 
and  Chesnee,  South  Carolina.  Only  a  lone  black  walnut  tree 
marks  the  place  where  the  house  stood.  It  was  on  the  north 
side  of  the  road,  and  East  of  the  confluence  of  Horse  Creek 
and  Broad  River.  Just  below  the  bridge  on  Horse  Creek 
may  be  seen  the  mill  stones  from  a  water  mill  operated  by 
these  Camps.  Thomas  Camp  and  several  members  of  his 
family,  including  the  youngest  son,  Joshua,  are  buried  in  the 
family  cemetery,  which  was  reserved  when  the  farm  was  sold. 
It  is  now  in  a  field  a  few  hundred  yards  off  the  highway. 
When  I  saw  it  in  1938  it  was  overgrown  with  bush  and  weeds. 
This  has  been  allowed  due  to  frequent  flooding  of  the  plot. 
The  grave  of  Thomas  Camp  is  marked  with  a  native  granite 
stone.  The  hand  carved  inscription  says  “T.  Camp,  born  1717, 
died  1798”. 

On  a  hill  across  the  road  from  the  old  house  site  stands 
the  home  of  Joshua  Camp,  youngest  of  the  24.  It  was  still 
occupied,  but  does  not  belong  to  the  Camp  family.  J.  W. 
Camp,  a  great  grandson  of  Joshua,  lived  nearby  at  that  time, 
and  assisted  us  in  finding  the  grave. 

Our  branch  of  the  Camp  family  is  descended  from  John, 
the  third  son,  Nathaniel,  the  fourth  son,  and  Benjamin,  the 
tenth  son  .  (See  table) 

John  Camp  was  born  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia,  in 
1743,  and  was  married  to  Mary  Tarpley,  who  was  born  1746  in 
Virginia.  He  died  in  Greenville  County,  South  Carolina,  in 
1813,  and  is  buried  in  the  churchyard  of  Lebanon  Methodist 
Church,  near  Princeton,  South  Carolina.  He  fought  in  the 
American  Revolution,  serving  as  a  private  in  Col.  Jones  Regi¬ 
ment,  Virginia  Continental  Line.  His  grave  is  marked  by  the 
D.  A.  R.  Anyone  wishing  to  join  the  D.  A.  R.  would  go  back 
to  this  ancestor.

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Our  line  follows  from  the  eldest  child,  Thomas,  horn 
1765,  who  married  Susan  Wagner.  They  were  the  parents  of 
a  daughter,  Elizabeth  Camp,  born  1781,  who  married  her  cou¬ 
sin,  Joseph  Camp,  who  was  born  1773.  This  Joseph  was  the 
son  of  Benjamin  Camp,  tenth  of  the  24  children,  and  his  wife, 
Elizabeth  Dykes  of  Wales. 

Elizabeth  and  Joseph  Camp  made  their  home  near  Doug- 
lasville,  Georgia.  The  house  in  which  they  lived  was  still 
standing  in  1962.  It  was  here  that  John  M.  W.  Camp  and 
Margaret  Winn  Camp  spent  their  first  year  of  married  life, 
and  here  that  their  daughter,  Tallulah  Attala  was  born. 

Elizabeth  and  Joseph  Camp  were  the  parents  of:

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The  house  where  the  family  of  Benjamin  Camp  and  Winifred 

Arnold  Camp  were  reared. 


6.  Garrison  Camp;  married  Harriet  Hinton. 

7.  Delilah  Camp,  born  Oct.  4,  1813.  Was  married  to 
James  F.  Nelson  on  May  16,  1827  in  Walton  Coun¬ 
ty,  Georgia.  He  was  born  Aug.  11,  1805.  He  died 
March  16,  1872.  She  died  June  7,  1899.  Both  are 
buried  in  the  Mount  Zion  cemetery  near  Homer, 
La. 

8.  Eliza  Camp;  married  Pendleton  Watson. 

9.  Ellen  Camp,  died  in  infancy. 

10.  Nathan  Camp,  first  married  Amelia  Watson,  then

Elizabeth  Camp  is  a  daughter  of  a  second  wife, 
Martha  Camp.  She  was  17  days  old  when  her  father 
died  in  1854.  James  Brock  died  in  1940,  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Brock  May  13,  1941. 

Elizabeth  and  Joseph  Camp  are  buried  in  Holly  Springs 
cemetery  near  their  old  home.  The  graves  are  not  marked 
save  for  a  pile  of  native  rocks,  near  the  center  of  the  cemetery. 

Our  ancestor  is  the  second  son,  Benjamin  Camp.  He 
was  married  on  November  2,  1828,  to  Winifred  Arnold  of  Arn¬ 
old’s  Mill,  Greenville  County,  South  Carolina.  For  a  few  years 
they  lived  in  that  vicinity,  but  about  1833  they  moved  to 
Campbell  County,  Georgia,  across  the  Chattahoochee  River 
from  his  parents.  There  they  reared  a  large  family. 

Before  I  list  their  children,  I  want  to  give  you  a  bit  of  the 
Arnold  line.  Some  of  this  information  was  obtained  from  a 
statement  by  William  Dunklin  Sullivan,  who  lived  at  Tumb¬ 
ling  Shoals,  South  Carolina.  His  mother,  Temperance  Arnold 
Sullivan,  was  a  sister  of  our  Winifred  Arnold  Camp.  Cousin 
Dunk  died  Sept.  3,  1931,  at  the  age  of  93.  Other  information 
has  been  gleaned  from  the  “Arnold  Family”  by  W.  H.  Arnold 
of  Texarkana,  Arkansas.  The  rest  by  word  of  mouth. 
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The  Arnold  Family  came  from  England  and  settled  in 
Virginia.  Early  records  show  Arnolds  in  Rockingham,  Am¬ 
herst,  and  Bedford  Counties,  Virginia.  From  research  of  Jo¬ 
seph  Shinn,  genealogist,  he  reports  Arnold  immigrants  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  as  early  as  1641.  The  line  as  suggested  by  him,  but  not 
absolutely  authentic  is:

Anthony  Arnold,  born  1657 
Benjamin  Arnold,  born  1693 
Philip  Arnold,  born  1719 

We  do  know  that  Philip  Arnold  married  Sara  Bogardus 
of  New  York  City.  She  was  a  descendant  of  Anneke  Jans  Bo¬ 
gardus,  who  was  the  original  owner  of  the  Trinity  Church 
property  in  New  York.  In  the  eighties,  the  Arnold  family 
had  quite  a  furor  about  this  property,  and  sent  a  man  to  New 
York  to  investigate.  He  reported  that  the  courthouse  with  all 
its  records  burned  the  night  before  his  arrival  in  the  city. 

Benjamin  Arnold,  son  of  Philip,  married  Anne  Hendrick 
of  England.  They  moved  from  Virginia  to  Petersburg  on  the 
Savannah  River,  Georgia.  The  climate  proved  unhealthful,  so 
they  moved  then  to  Greenville  County,  South  Carolina,  into 
territory  recently  purchased  from  the  Indians,  and  opened  to 
white  settlers.  They  lived,  and  died  on  Horse  Creek,  at  a  place 
known  as  the  Sallie  Pinson  farm.  Benjamin  Arnold  died  in 
1796.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  family  cemetery 
near  Arnold’s  Mill.  His  grave  is  marked  with  a  native  gran¬ 
ite  stone,  with  a  large  “A”  cut  into  it. 

The  children  of  Benjamin  Arnold  and  Anne  Hendrick 
were: 

1.  William  Arnold,  who  died  in  Virginia  during  the 
Revolution,  leaving  a  daughter  and  two  sons. 

2.  Edward  Arnold,  moved  to  Kentucky. 

3.  Hendrick  Arnold,  lived  and  died  on  Horse  Creek, 
near  his  parents.  Left  two  sons,  Jeff  and  Hendrick, 
Jr. 

4.  John  Arnold,  whose  wife  was  named  Annie.  He  was 
killed  in  Tennessee.  His  wife  and  children  moved 
to  Indiana. 

5.  Thomas  Arnold,  born  May  13,  1766,  in  Buckingham 
County,  Va.,  married  Mary  Bideston,  who  was  born 
in  1769.  They  lived  at  Burnsville,  Autauga  Co., 
Alabama.  Their  son,  William  Bideston  Arnold,  born 
in  1800;  in  1823  married  Lucinda  Powell  Hardin,  who 
was  born  in  1804.  They  moved  to  Hempstead  Coun¬ 
ty,  Arkansas,  in  1841,  where  they  lived  until  his 
death  in  1847.  He  was  a  Methodist  preacher.  She 
died  in  1878.  Their  children  were: 

a.  Sarah  Elizabeth  Arnold,  born  1823;  mar¬ 
ried  Lawson  Smith  of  El  Dorado,  Arkansas. 
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b.  Mary  Blanton  Arnold,  born  1825;  married 
William  H.  Baird  of  Hempstead  County,

c.  Caroline  M.  Arnold,  born  1826;  married 
David  C.  Ross  of  Union  County,  Arkansas. 

d.  Louiza  Jane  Arnold,  born  1827;  died  1846. 

e.  John  Hardin  Arnold,  born  Oct.  25,  1828; 
married  Luvisa  Baird  in  1857. 

f.  Thomas  Asbury  Arnold,  married  Queenie 
Payne  of  Magnolia,  Ark.  Moved  to  Mart, 
Texas. 

g.  William  Edward  Arnold,  born  1834;  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  McCollum  in  1873.  She  died  1883. 
They  were  the  parents  of  Robert  Preston 
Arnold,  born  Feb.  2,  1871.  Lived  at  Emer¬ 
son,  Ark. 

h.  Martha  Arnold,  born  1836;  married  Willis 
B.  Ross,  of  Clark  Co.,  Ark. 

i.  Temperence  Lucinda  Arnold,  born  March 
2,  1839;  married  David  Saxon  in  1856. 

j.  Dr.  Robert  Estabrook  Arnold,  born  1840; 
never  married.  Died  in  Tilden,  Texas,  in 
1887. 

6.  Benjamin  Arnold,  Jr.,  born  July  30,  1769;  married 
Keziah  Camp,  who  was  born  May  20,  1777.  He  died 
Jan.  15,  1857. 

7.  Charity  Arnold,  married  Capt.  George  Martin. 

8.  Temperance  Arnold,  married  Thomas  Hamilton.  It 
was  told  that  she  took  a  negro  slave  and  on  horse¬ 
back  went  to  Virginia,  after  her  brother’s  death,  and 
brought  the  two  boys  to  South  Carolina  to  make 
their  home. 

Our  ancestor  is  No.  6  of  the  above  table.  Benjamin  Arn¬ 
old  and  Keziah  Camp  Arnold  lived  and  died  on  Horse  Creek, 
Greenville  County,  S.  C.  She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Camp, 
third  of  the  21  sons.  It  was  this  Arnold  who  built  Arnold’s 
Mill.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  noted  surveyor.  They  are  also 
buried  in  the  family  plot  near  the  mill. 

The  children  of  Benjamin  Arnold  and  Keziah  Camp  Arn¬ 
old  were: 

A.  Ann  Hendrick  Arnold  (called  Nancy),  born  July  10, 
1797;  married  Dr.  John  C.  Sullivan  on  February  4, 
1823.  He  was  born  Nov.  8,  1793,  and  died  Feb.  14, 
1864.  She  died  Oct.  18,  1879.  Both  are  buried  in  Leb¬ 
anon  Churchyard,  near  Princeton,  South  Carolina. 

B.  Sarah  Arnold,  born  June  8,  1799. 

C.  Temperance  Arnold,  born  March  8,  1801;  married 
April  30,  1820  to  James  Sullivan,  who  was  bom  in 
1796.  She  died  Sept.  25,  1857.  They  were  the  parents 
of  William  Dunklin  Sullivan  mentioned  before. 
Both  are  buried  in  Lebanon  Churchyard,  near 
Princeton,  South  Carolina. 
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D.  Winifred  Arnold,  born  Nov.  20, 1802;  married  Benja¬ 
min  Camp,  who  was  born  Nov.  10,  1801.  These  axe 
the  parents  of  John  Malcolm  Walker  Camp. 

E.  Alston  Arnold,  bom  June  23,  1804;  married  Nancy 
Thomason  on  Nov.  12,  1830. 

E.  Malinda  Arnold,  born  Dec.  25,  1805. 

G.  Clara  Arnold,  bom  June  24  ,1807;  married - - 

Cheshire. 

H.  Martin  Arnold,  bom  Sept.  9,  1808;  married  Abbie 
Bolling.  Died  Dec.  9,  1890,  in  the  home  of  Mrs.  T.  C. 

Glover,  Campbellton,  Georgia. 

I.  Benjamin  Arnold,  Jr.,  bom  Jan.  22,  1818;  married 

Mary  McDavid. 

From  the  above  table  you  see  Winifred  Arnold,  our  an¬ 
cestor,  as  mentioned  in  the  Camp  history.  She  was  quite  large 
in  her  old  age,  weighing  more  than  300  pounds.  Her  husband 
weighed  slightly  more  than  100.  When  she  went  to  church, 
it  was  necessary  for  her  to  have  a  buggy  to  herself.  She  was 
blind  in  one  eye  from  childhood,  having  put  it  out  with  a  fork 
while  playing.  She  was  a  helpless  invalid  the  last  three  years 
of  her  life.  She  died  July  20,  1868.  Her  husband  died  Nov.  21, 
1884.  Both  are  buried  in  the  Methodist  Churchyard,  Campbell¬ 
ton,  Georgia.  The  house  in  which  they  lived  still  stands  (1962), 
but  is  no  longer  occupied.  There  were  two  large  upstairs  bed¬ 
rooms  for  the  boys  and  girls,  but  there  was  no  connecting 
door.  The  stairs  to  the  girls  room  led  from  their  mother’s 
room.  That  is  one  way  to  keep  up  with  the  girls!  A  large  sil-

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ver  maple  tree  stands  beside  the  house  that  grew  from  a  rid¬ 
ing  switch  stuck  into  the  ground  by  the  eldest  daughter,  Eliz¬ 
abeth,  when  she  was  a  young  girl.

1.  Elizabeth  Susan  Gampr  born  Dec.  18,  1829;  married 
Dr.  T.  C.  Glover,  who  was  killed  during  the  War  be¬ 
tween  the  States.  Their  home  was  in  Campbellton,. 
Georgia,  until  her  declining  years,  when  she  went 
to  Corsicana,  Texas,  to  be  with  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Gusta  Johnson.  She  died  there  April  14,  1915. 
She  was  called  the  “Mother  of  the  Confederate  Re¬ 
union”.  There  is  a  monument  at  the  site  of  the  old 
Campbell  County  Court  House,  Campbellton,, 
Georgia,  that  reads:  “Here  in  June,  1867,  the  widow 
of  Capt.  T.  C.  Glover  called  a  reunion  of  the  sur¬ 
vivors  of  Co.  A  21st  Georgia,  C.  S.  A.,  who  agreed 
to  hold  annual  meetings”. 

2.  Joseph  Walter  Camp,  born  Jan.  20,  1831.  Was  mar¬ 
ried  to  his  first  cousin,  Permelia  Nelson,  who  was 
born  March  1,  1841,  and  died  April  30,  1868.  They 
were  married  Sept.  7,  1856.  They  were  parents  of 
Bennie  Camp,  born  Dec.  19,  1867,  and  died  Feb.  11, 
1869. 

After  Permelia’s  death,  Joseph  Camp  married 
Sarah  Lowe,  who  was  born  Jan.  20,  1840.  They 
were  the  parents  of:  Winnie  Camp,  Thomas  W. 
Camp,  who  married  Lilia  Burnham;  Elizabeth 
Camp,  who  married  Robert  T.  Pritchett,  and 
Harrison  Camp,  who  married  Jural  Taylor. 
Joseph  Camp  died  Dec.  24,  1913.  Sarah  Lowe 
Camp  died  Nov.  11,  1925. 

3.  John  Malcolm  Walker  Camp,  born  Oct.  7,  1832,  in 
Greenville  County,  South  Carolina;  married  Mar¬ 
garet  Winn  on  Sept.  3,  1856.  She  was  born  in  Gor¬ 
don  County,  Georgia,  the  daughter  of  Margaret 
Camp  and  Genubath  Winn. 

4.  Anne  Hendrick  Camp,  born  Dec.  20,  1833,  in  Camp¬ 
bell  County,  Georgia,  was  married  to  William 
Westmoreland.  She  died  May  18,  1898,  leaving  three 
daughters:  Cora,  Robbie  and  Willie. 

5.  Benjamin  Arnold  Camp,  born  March  22,  1835;  mar¬ 
ried  Annie  Beck.  He  lived  and  died  on  the  Chatta- 
hoochie  River,  near  Campbellton,  Georgia.  He  died 
Nov.  15,  1905.  Their  children  were:  Winifred  Lee, 
who  married  V.  A.  S.  Moore;  Willie,  who  married 
Henry  Harper;  Georgia,  who  married  Lewis  Barn¬ 
es,  Gordon  and  Royal. 

6.  Nathan  Wesley  Camp,  born  July  28,  1836;  married 
Fannie  Kafer.  He  died  March  21,  1860.  There  were 
no  children. 
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7.  Thomas  Berry  Watts  Camp,  horn  July  13,  1838; 
married  Nannie  Weaver.  Soon  after  they  were  mar¬ 
ried,  they  came  to  Louisiana  and  started  a  house 
in  Haynesville,  but  when  war  broke  out,  they  re¬ 
turned  to  Georgia.  He  was  killed  in  the  Battle  of 
Manassas  on  August  30,  1862.  There  were  three 
children:  Emma,  Tom,  and  Anna. 

8.  Margaret  Keziah  Camp,  born  April  3,  1840;  married 
Dr.  Zellars.  She  died  March  3,  1905.  No  children, 

3.  Louise  Hull  Camp,  born  Feb,  22, 1842;  married  first, 
Harry  Westmoreland  (brother  to  William,  above), 
then  to  James  Willis.  She  died  April  17,  1932.  She 
had  one  daughter,  Lillian  Willis,  who  married  a 
Blackmon. 

10.  Claramond  Winifred  Camp  (called  Shug),  horn 
April  21,  1844;  married  J.  Cicero  Watkins.  Lived  in 
Dallas,  Texas,  until  her  death  which  occurred  June 
21,  1905.  He  died  in  California  Aug.  16,  1927. 

11.  Charles  Dunklin  Camp,  born  Jan.  14,  1846;  married 
first,  to  Annie  Wharton,  who  was  the  mother  of  his 
children,  then  to  Annie  Mitchell.  The  children 
were:  Jessie,  Freddie  and  Lillian.  He  died  in  Atlan¬ 
ta,  Ga.,  where  he  made  his  home,  on  July  9,  1906. 

12.  Eugene  Alston  Camp,  born  March  30,  1850;  married 
Annie  Gaither.  They  lived  at  River  town,  Campbell 
County,  Georgia.  He  died  Dec.  27,  1935.  She  died 
Oct.  7,  1940.  Their  children  were:  Winifred,  who 
married  J.  A.  Jones;  Mamie,  who  married  Edgar 
Cochran;  Gaither,  who  married  Lillian  Collins; 
Tom,  who  married  Lula  Dugan;  Margaret,  who 
married  Vedder  Steed,  and  Claramond,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Arthur  Condor. 

Note  that  the  first  three  children  were  bom  in  Green¬ 
ville  County,  South  Carolina,  the  rest  in  Campbell  County, 
Georgia.  (Campbell  County  no  longer  exists.  It  has  been  in¬ 
corporated  into  Fulton  County.)  The  third  child  of  the  above 
table  is  our  ancestor.  He  married  Margaret  Winn,  who  was  al¬ 
so  descended  from  the  famous  21  sons.  Her  ancestor  was  Na¬ 
thaniel,  the  fourth  son.  Nathaniel  married  Winifred  Tarpley, 
who  was  a  sister  of  Mary  Tarpley,  wife  of  John  Camp,  third 
son  of  the  21.  Nathaniel  Camp  owned  the  land  upon  which 
was  fought  the  Battle  of  Kings  Mountain  (The  Revolution). 
This  battle  was  on  October  7,  1780.  The  British  lost  250  men, 
including  their  commander,  General  Ferguson.  The  Ameri¬ 
cans  lost  88  men.  The  morning  after  the  battle,  Nathaniel,  his 
small  son,  Hosea,  and  several  American  officers  were  walking 
over  the  battlefield,  when  they  found  a  “Conch  Shell”.  After 
all  the  men  had  tried  to  blow  it,  and  failed,  it  was  handed  to 
the  small  boy,  who  succeeded  in  blowing  a  loud  blast  on  it. 
The  American  officer  gave  it  to  him  saying,  “You  are  the  only 
one  in  the  crowd  who  can  use  it,  you  shall  have  it.”  The 
Conch  was  originally  silver  mounted  and  equipped  with  a 
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strap  to  throw  over  the  shoulder,  but  wear  and  time  have 
caused  the  silver  and  a  good  bit  of  the  horn  to  disappear.  It 
has  been  shown  at  a  number  of  Fairs  and  Expositions.  It  is 
now  in  the  D.  A  R  Exhibit  in  Continental  Hall,  Washington, 
D  .  C. 

Hosea  Camp  was  born  Jan  24,  1775.  After  attaining  his 
majority,  he  married  Elizabeth  (called  Betsy)  Jordan,  who 
was  born  Sept.  18„  1778.  They  were  married  April  22,  1797. 
Soon  afterward,  they  moved  to  Gwinnett  County,  Georgia, 
where  they  reared  a  family  of  five  sons  and  seven  daughters. 
In  1847,  they  moved  to  Paulding  (now  Polk)  County.  He  died 
there  on  April  30,  1857,  and  is  buried  in  the  family  graveyard 
near  the  old  house.  He  was  a  Methodist  minister.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were:

Rusk  on  November  26,  1822.

After  this  ap¬ 
pointment,  they  moved  to  Haynesville,  Louisiana, 
where  several  of  their  children  had  preceded  them. 
Genubath  Winn  died  Aug.  2,  1863,  and  Margaret 
Winn  died  Sept.  28,  1863.  Both  are  buried  in  the 
Old  Town  Cemetery,  Haynesville,  Louisiana.

9.  Winnie  T.  Camp,  born  Jan.  16,  1816;  married  (also 
was  stolen)  by  Green  Horton  on  Dec.  24,  1831. 

10.  Mary  C.  (called  Polly),  Camp,  born  Nov.  28,  1818; 
married  Robert  Anthony  on  Dec.  20,  1835. 

11.  Mark  Moore  Camp,  born  May  5,  1820;  married  Car¬ 
oline  Winn. 

12.  Elizabeth  (called  Betsy)  Camp,  born  Feb.  19,  1822; 
married  S.  A.  Borders  on  Feb.  28,  1840. 

Note:  Genubath  Winn  and  Solomon  Winn  were  not 
related.  John  and  Green  Horton  were  brothers. 
Robert  and  Anne  Anthony  were  brother  and  sister. 
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The  fourth  child  is  our  ancestor.  Margaret  Camp,  ~whu 
married  Genubath  Winn.  They  were  the  parents  of  13  chil¬ 
dren:

When  their  first  child,  Tallulah,,  was  under  six  months  old. 


John  M.  W.  Camp  enlisted  in  the  Confederate  Army  at 
Monroe;  Louisiana,  on  May  13,  1862.  He  appears  on  the  roll 
of  Co.  D.,  28th  Inf.  of  Louisiana,  as  a  private.  He  was  taken 
prisoner  on  Bayou  Teche  on  April  14,  1863.  He  was  paroled 
at  Port  Hudson,  Louisiana,  on  May  5,  1863.  Margaret  Camp 
died  of  pneumonia  Dec.  11,  1892.  J.  M.  W.  Camp  died  Oct.  12r 
1926.  Both  are  buried  at  Old  Town  Cemetery,  Haynesville,  La. 
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The  family  of  John  M.  W.  Camp,  made  about  1924  at  Atlanta, 
Arkansas,  Edgar  and  Jennie  Sanders  and  J.  M.  Winn  and 
Maggie  Winn  were  absent.

HISTORY  OF  THE  CAMP  REUNION 

The  first  reunion  was  a  birthday  party  for  John  Malcolm. 
Walker  Camp,  held  on  Oct.  7,  1923,  at  the  home  of  his  son, 
J.  Will  Camp.  It  was  his  91st  birthday,  and  because  he  was 

quite  feeble,  the  kin  were  invited  to  come  spend  the  day  with 
him.  A  large  number  came.  The  next  year,  1924,  John  M. 
W.  Camp  was  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Bennie  C.  Black- 
well,  so  the  birthday  party  was  held  at  her  home  in  Atlanta, 
Arkansas,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  October.  In  1925  John 
Camp  was  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Dora  McEachern,  so 
we  met  in  Haynesville,  La.  The  party  was  rained  out  in 
1926.  The  rain  along  with  bad  roads  made  it  impossible  for 
more  than  a  half  dozen  to  get  to  the  Will  Camps,  where  the 
celebration  was  held.  A  week  later  John  M.  W.  Camp  died, 
and  his  funeral  was  held  in  Haynesville.  At  that  time  it 
was  decided  to  continue  the  reunions,  and  some  time  later 
the  date  was  changed  to  the  second  Sunday  in  October.  The 
following  year,  1927,  we  met  at  Magnesia  Springs  near  Mc¬ 
Neil,  Arkansas.  The  highlight  of  that  reunion  was  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  Lurline  Camp  to  Harper  Baucum. 

From  1928  to  1932  the  reunions  were  held  each  year  in  the 
City  Park,  Waldo,  Arkansas.  In  1933  and  1934  we  met  in  the 
City  Park  in  Magnolia,  Arkansas.  1935  we  went  again  to  At¬ 
lanta,  Arkansas,  and  met  with  the  Blackwells.  Then  in  1936, 
we  went  to  Spring  Lake  Park,  Texarkana.  In  1937  we  again 
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met  in  Magnolia,  at  the  Legion  Hut.  This  place  we  used  for 
about  20  years.  Since  then  we  have  met  two  or  three  times  in: 
Emerson,  Arkansas,  High  School  Cafeteria,  and  the  past  two 
years  at  the  Legion  Hut  in  Haynesville,  Louisiana. 

Of  the  70  grandchildren  of  J.  ML  W  Camp,  33  have  pass¬ 
ed  on,  and  the  rest  are  growing  old.  So  it  is  up  to  the  next 
generation  if  the  reunion  is  to  continue,  or  if  it  is  to  go  the 
way  of  all  things:  and  die. 


WILL  OF  BENJAMIN  ARNOLD 

(1796) 

r,  Benjamin  Arnold  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and 
County  of  Greenville  (Farmer)  being  in  perfect  health  of 
body,  mind,  and  memory,  thanks  be  given  unto  God,  calling 
into  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body,  do  make  and  ordain  this, 
my  last  will  and  testament  in  the  manner  following: 

I  recommend  my  soul  into  the  hand  of  Almighty  God 
that  gave  it  and  my  body  I  recommend  to  the  earth  to  be 
buried  in  decent  Christian  burial  at  the  discretion  of  my  exe¬ 
cutors.  And  as  touching  my  worldly  estate,  wherewith  it 
has  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in  this  life,  I  give,  devise  and 
dispose  of  the  same  in  the  following  manner  and  form: 

Item  1st.  I  have  given  to  William  Arnold,  deceased,  my 
eldest  son,  one  negro  named  James,  and  one  named  Hanna 
and  three  cows  and  calves,  one  bed  and  household  furniture, 
and  to  his  sons,  Anderson  and  William,  I  give  and  bequeath 
a  tract  of  land  lying  in  Bedford  County,  Virginia,  whereon  my 
son,  William,  lived  in  his  lifetime  (provided  I  did  not  make 
titles  to  my  son  in  his  lifetime);  also  I  give  to  the  above  men¬ 
tioned  Anderson  and  William,  the  sum  of  20  shillings  to  be 
raised  and  levied  of  my  estate  after  the  decease  of  my  wife. 

Item  2nd.  I  have  given  and  bound  to  my  son,  Edward 
Arnold,  two  negroes,  viz:  Charles  and  Betsy,  and  I  now  give 
and  bequeath  said  Edward  twenty  five  pounds  to  be  paid  by 
Benjamin  Arnold,  my  youngest  son.  Also  the  sum  of  20  shill¬ 
ings  to  be  raised  and  levied  of  my  estate  after  the  decease  of 
my  wife. 

Item  3rd:  I  have  given  and  bestowed  to  Hendrick  Arn¬ 
old,  deceased  my  son,  one  negro  named  Phebe,  and  her  in¬ 
crease,  which  is  Humphrey,  Sarah,  and  Philip,  and  two  cows 
and  calves,  also  I  give  and  bequeath  to  his  son,  William,  20 
shillings  to  be  raised  and  levied  after  the  death  of  my  wife. 

Item  4th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  John  Arnold,  my  son, 
two  negroes,  viz:  Lucy  and  Jack,  and  the  tract  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-nine  acres  of  land  whereon  he  now  liveth,  also  the 
sum  of  20  shillings  to  be  raised  and  levied  of  my  estate  after 
the  death  of  my  wife. 

Item  5th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Thomas  Arnold,  my  son, 
the  following  negroes,  viz:  Milly,  Amy,  Joseph  Young,  and 
Dick,  and  the  tract  of  land  whereon  he  now  liveth,  and  20 
shillings  to  be  raised  and  levied  of  my  estate  after  the  decease 
of  my  wife. 
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Item  6th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Benjamin  Arnold.,  my 
son,  the  following  negroes,  viz:  Polly,  Frances,  Daniel,  Bal¬ 
aam,  Esther,  George,  and  Susey,  and  20  shillings  to  be  raised 
and  levied  out  of  my  estate  after  the  decease  of  my  wife,  and 
said  Benjamin  is  to  pay  Edward  Arnold  20  pounds  in  cash. 

Item  7th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Charity  Martin,  my 
daughter,  one  negro  named  Lill  and  her  increase,  Will,  Amy 
and  Cupit,  and  20  shillings  to  be  raised  and  levied  of  my  estate 
after  the  decease  of  my  wife. 

Item  8th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Temperance  Hamilton, 
my  daughter,  one  negro  named  Betsy  and  her  increase,  viz: 
Jim,  Sam,  Polly,  and  20  shillings  to  be  raised  of  my  estate 
after  the  decease  of  my  wife. 

Item  9th.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  Ann  Arnold,  my  dearly 
beloved  wife  the  following  negroes  and  other  property  (during 
her  widowhood  or  natural  life)  viz:  Jim,  Sam,  Sook,  Doll,  and 
Lizzie,  and  all  my  chattels,  household  goods  and  furniture  and 
stocks  of  all  kinds. 

Lastly,  after  each  of  my  children  receiving  their  several 
parts,  the  remaining  part  of  my  estate  to  be  equally  divided 
between  Edward  Arnold,  John  Arnold,  Charity  Martin  and 
Temperance  Hamilton  and  I  also  constitute,  make  and  ordain 
Thomas  Arnold  and  Benjamin  Arnold,  executors  of  this,  my 
last  will  and  testament,  and  I  do  utterly  disallow  and  revoke 
all  former  testaments,  wills  and  executors,  ratifying  and  con¬ 
firming  this  and  no  other  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  set  my  hand  and  seal  this, 
thirtieth  day  of  January,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-six  (1796).

Atlanta,  (Ga.),  June  15,  1853 

Dear  Sister; 

I  apprehend  no  danger  whatever,  not  withstanding  I  was 
close  by  Mrs.  Carelton.  I  did  not  go  in  her  room,  though  I 
passed  by  every  day.  There  is  no  danger  of  me  taking  the 
small  pox,  though  I  may  have  the  varyloid.  I  was  vaccinat¬ 
ed,  if  you  recollect,  in  one  of  my  nostrils. 

I  have  nothing  of  importance  to  write.  I  enjoy  myself 
very  well.  I  have  had  a  very  bad  cold  this  week. 
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Sister,  fearing  that  I  may  take  the  small  pox,  I  had  my 
Dag-type  taken  yesterday  so  that  I  may  send  it  to  my  Mama, 
and  not  have  my  face  disfigured.  So  will  send  it  down  by 
the  Dr.  I  have  one  for  myself  also. 

You  must  give  Ma  and  Pa  and  all  the  rest  of  the  family 
my  best  love,  and  all  the  enquiring  friends,  also.  I  will  come 
home  the  first  opportunity.  There  is  no  one  here  to  tend  to 
Drs.’  business  now  but  myself.  The  boys  that  Dr.  had  with 
him  fell  out  with  the  Dr.  and  quit  him,  so  I  run  night  and  day 
at  this  time,  so  under  the  circumstances  I  do  not  know  when 
I  can  come  home. 

So  will  come  to  a  conclusion,

Copy  of  a  letter  written  by  Benjamin  Camp  of  Campbellton, 
Georgia,  to  his  son,  Joseph  W.  Camp,  and  wife  of  Haynesville, 
Louisiana. 

January  18,  1858 

My  dear  son  and  daughter; 

This  leaves  us  all  well  and  I  do  hope  when  this  comes 
to  hand  it  may  find  you  and  Permelia  well  or  better  than 
when  we  last  heard  from  you. 

I  wrote  to  you  some  time  since  in  which  I  stated  how  I 
wanted  you  to  let  Tom  and  Mat  Richardson  tend  your  land 
as  Permelia  is  not  able  to  keep  house,  and  for  you  to  work  at 
your  trade  this  year,  by  that  means  you  could  pay  for  your 
land  and  not  be  compelled  to  sell  it. 

I  have  sent  Prince  along  with  John.  I  told  him  that 
Prince  might  work  with  him  as  he  had  his  wife  and  for  John 
to  pay  you  and  Tommy  $40.00  apiece  at  the  end  of  every  year 
as  long  as  I  let  him  stay  there,  and  if  I  should  never  move 
to  that  country,  at  mine  and  your  Ma’s  death,  John  must  bring 
Prince  back  so  there  can  be  an  equal  division  among  you  all. 

John  said  you  wanted  me  to  send  you  a  statement  how 
we  stood.  I  forgot  to  send  it  by  John,  I  will  send  it  now.

I  have  got  you  all  charged  with  what  you  have  got.  Lizzie  has 
got  $593.60;  Ann  has  got  $477.35;  John  has  got  $498.00,  count¬ 
ing  the  hire  of  Prince  last  year.  I  do  not  know  how  much 
Ben  has  got  as  I  have  not  paid  all  his  debts  yet.  Tommy  has 
got  $217.55;  I  want  to  keep  an  account  of  what  you  all  get  so 
at  my  death  and  your  Ma’s,  you  all  may  have  justice  done. 

Now,  my  dear  son,  I  want  you  to  take  charge  of  Tommy 
and  his  wife — they  are  both  so  young.  Advise  and  instruct 
them  how  to  manage  and  to  live  and  not  go  in  debt. 
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My  dear  son,  try  to  put  your  entire  trust  in  God  and  live 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  all  your  Christian  duties  and  try 
to  keep  the  boys  in  line  of  their  duty.  You  and  Mag.  can 
be  a  great  help  to  the  rest  of  the  boys  and  Nannie  in  advising 
them  how  to  live.  Mag.  is  one  of  the  best  girls  you  ever  saw. 
God  bless  her!  She  is  worth  her  weight  in  gold.  We  are 
not  so  well  acquainted  with  Nannie  but  we  like  her  very 
much  for  the  acquaintance.  I  hope  and  pray  that  she  and 
Tommy  may  do  well.  Try  to  get  them  to  seek  religion  and 
join  the  church.  O  that  you  all  may  live  faithful  and  live 
happy  and  at  last  may  we  all  meet  in  heaven  is  my  sincere 
prayer. 

Now,  as  for  my  little  Tallulah,  Mag.’s  baby,  it  is  the 
sweetest  little  thing  you  ever  saw.  f  hated  to  part  with  her 
worse  than  all  the  rest.  Whenever  you  see  it,  kiss  it  20  times 
for  me.  God  bless  the  sweet  child! 

I  come  to  a  close.  May  the  God  of  love  be  with  you  and 
bless  you  all  is  the  prayer  of  your  affectionate  father  unto 
death.

This  letter  was  written  soon  after  John  M.  W.  Camp  and 
his  wife  moved  to  Louisiana.  Tallulah  (Lou)  was  about  5 
months  old  at  this  time.  Prince  and  Candace- — the  slaves,,  stay¬ 
ed  in  Louisiana  until  death.  Permelia  Camp  was  the  first  wife 
of  Joseph  W.  Camp.  Tommy  Camp,  the  younger  brother, 
was  19  when  he  married  Nannie  Weaver.  They  returned  to 
Georgia  at  the  beginning  of  the  War  between  the  States.  He 
was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Manassas. 


I  REMEMBER  GRANDPA— 

As  we  complete  this  record,  I  find  myself  recalling  some 
of  my  early  memories  of  Grandpa  (John  M.  W.  Camp,  18$2- 
1926).  He  has  been  gone  more  than  35  years,  but  he  is  very 
real  to  the  older  group— we  who  are  first  cousins. 

To  understand  the  situation,  let  us  go  back  seventy  years 
— -I  was  less  than  six  months  old  when  Grandma  Camp  died, 
and  Grandpa  was  left  with  Uncle  Gene,  Aunt  Maggie  and  Zil¬ 
pah  to  keep  house  for  him.  This  was  1892.  The  next  year, 
1893,  Aunt  Maggie  married,  then  in  1894  Uncle  Gene  followed 
suit,  thus  leaving  only  Zilpah,  who  at  that  time  was  only  13 
years  old,  to  keep  the  home  going.  This  she  could  not  do,  so 
for  a  time,  they  broke  up  the  old  home  and  moved  into  the 
house  with  my  parents  (his  daughter,  Dora  C.  McEachern). 
Just  how  long  they  stayed,  I  do  not  know,  but  they  were  back 
in  their  home  again  in  the  late  nineties.  Then  on  Christmas 
Eve,  1901,  Zilpah  ran  away  with  a  neighbor  boy,  John  Buford, 
and  was  married.  They  set  up  housekeeping  at  DeLoach’s 
sawmill  at  State  Line,  Grandpa  going  with  them.  Grandpa 
then  set  off  on  his  wandering  from  one  child’s  to  another,  with 
nobody  ever  knowing  exactly  where  to  find  him.  One  month 
later,  Jan.  30,  1902,  Zilpah  died  of  yellow  jaundice.  There 
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were  no  telephones  in  this  part  of  the  world  at  that  time,  so 
it  was  impossible  to  locate  Grandpa.  When  he  returned  home 
a  week  later,  it  was  to  find  the  house  locked  and  his  daughter 
dead  and  buried. 

Her  death  severed  the  last  tie  that  bound  Grandpa  to  one 
place.  About  this  time,  he  got  an  agency  for  a  vile  smelling 
pill  called  “Nature’s  Health  Restorer”,  which  he  administered 
to  the  luckless  grandchild  who  happened  to  complain  of  any¬ 
thing  from  a  tummy  ache  to  corns.  He  had  a  buggy  and  a 
horse  called  “Dan”,  and  for  so  long  as  he  was  able,  he  covered 
North  Louisiana  and  South  Arkansas  in  a  never  ending  circle 
selling  pills  and  visiting  his  children. 

I  feel  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  I  made  more  trips  with 
Grandpa  to  see  the  kin,  than  anybody  else.  I  recall  many 
times  going  the  rounds  with  him  to  Aunt  Joe  Mattie  Sanders, 
then  to  Uncle  Will  Camp’s  and  on  to  Aunt  Jennie  Sanders; 
or  to  Uncle  Gene  Camp’s,  then  to  Aunt  Maggie  Winn’s;  or  to 
Atlanta,  Ark.,  to  see  the  Blackwells.  Wherever  he  was  bound, 
I  was  bound,  too.  We  stayed  a  few  days  at  each  place,  then 
moved  on. 

I  even  made  a  train  trip  to  Dallas,  Texas,  (my  first)  with 
him  to  see  his  sisters;  Aunt  Lou  Willis  and  Aunt  “Shug”  Wat¬ 
kins.  The  Watkins  ran  a  little  hotel  near  the  T  &  P  Station, 
and  more  than  60  years  ago,  they  kept  a  cow  in  the  back  yard, 
so  they  could  have  fresh  milk  for  their  guests. 

From  there,  we  went  to  Redwater,  Texas,  to  see  the  Mer¬ 
ritt  family.  Uncle  Jim  was  supposed  to  meet  the  train  early 
in  the  morning,  but  it  was  not  convenient  for  him  to  come  at 
train  time,  so  we  cooled  our  heels  until  middle  of  the  after¬ 
noon.  When  we  arrived  at  the  Merritt 3,  John  and  Ollie  were 
there  with  their  first  born — and  John  was  furious  because 
the  poor  mite  was  a  girl. 

These  things  I  remember  about  some  of  these  visits: 

Aunt  Joe  Mattie  serving  hot  biscuits,  with  new  syrup 
and  bacon  and  gravy,  instead  of  butter — and  was  it  good! 

Uncle  Will’s  at  pop  corn  time. 

Aunt  Ella,  cooking  for  boarders  at  a  sawmill,  and  me 
strumming  on  an  old  guitar  (about  which  I  knew  absolutely 
nothing). 

Aunt  Jennie’s  at  plum  time — and  I  ate  so  many  I  was 
sick.  She  also  gave  us  cake  for  breakfast. 

Going  to  Uncle  Gene’s,  Grandpa  always  stopped  at  the 
grocery  store  in  Homer  and  bought  a  supply  of  things  he 
liked.  I  never  knew  if  he  did  not  like  the  things  Aunt  Lalla 
cooked  or  the  way  she  cooked  them. 

I  also  remember  several  families  going  to  Aunt  Maggie’s, 
while  she  still  lived  near  Grandpa,  and  all  spending  the  night. 
The  big  (?)  girls  slept  in  one  cotton  seed  house  and  the  boys 
in  another.  Among  the  girls  were:  Idell  Blackwell,  Lucy  San¬ 
ders,  Mildred  McEachern,  Maggie  Lee  and  Dora  Kirkpatrick, 
and  Oma  Winn,  the  baby  of  the  crowd,  who  cried  when  it  got 
dark  and  had  to  be  taken  to  the  house. 
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And,  one  New  Year’s  Eve  when  Aunt  Jennie  Sanders  and 
her  crowd  came  to  visit  my  mother’s  family,  and,  at  my  sug¬ 
gestion,  the  smaller  children  hung  up  their  stockings  for  the 
New  Year  Fairy  to  leave  a  gift.  To  our  horror  and  chagrin, 
each  stocking  was  filled  with  a  switch,  some  ashes  and  chew¬ 
ed  up  sweet  potato.  Mildred  and  Eulah  had  done  the  dirty 
work. 

But  time  and  old  age  have  a  way  of  catching  up  at  last 
Grandpa  made  his  home  with  us  most  of  the  time — I  mean 
by  that,  his  extra  clothes  were  at  our  house.  Then  the  last 
years — after  my  father’s  death — he  spent  at  Uncle  Will’s, 
where  he  died.  He  managed  through  the  years  to  accumulate 
a  few  dollars.  So  far  as  I  know,  he  never  paid  one  cent  board, 
or  laundry,  or  horse  feed.  His  only  expenses  were  the  few 
clothes  that  he  bought,  and  tobacco  for  his  “stinking”  pipe. 
My  father  always  said  he  could  smell  his  pipe  a  mile  away. 
He  died,  worrying  about  who  would  get  his  money;  there  was 
enough  to  pay  for  funeral  expenses,  but  little  more. 

Thus  ended  a  long  life — much  of  it  spent  just  wander¬ 
ing — Now  my  tale  is  ended. 

“This  is  the  best  of  mej  but  this  I  saw  and  knew,  if  any¬ 
thing  of  mine  is  worth  your  memory.”
